T h e r e is a melancholy satisfaction for Enrico Caruso's frierd.s 
in t h e t h o u g h t t h a t t h e wish he expressed as h e lay a t d e a t h ' s 
door in N e w York last w i n t e r — t h a t he m i g h t die in his native 
I t a l y — w a s gratified. 
His remarkable life came to a close in t h e 
s a m e c i t y — N a p l e s — w h e r e he w a s born. 


Italy and t h e United S t a t e s m a y b o t h claim t h e world's m o s t 
eminent tenor a s their own, for while his career began and ended 
in t h e former it w a s here t h a t h e spent his most productive y e a r s 
and scored bis g r e a t e s t t r i u m p h s . 
In a broader sense, however, 
lie belonged, as do all g r e a t a r t i s t s whose medium m a k e s a uni­ 
versal appeal, to t h e world.
